Germans’ Return 
Reported Delayed 


By Richard Sanburn 

OTTAWA,—There is little doubt 
that official moves are afoot to keep 
a number of German prisoners of 
war in Canada to take up some of 
the slack in the labor shortage, 

Army transport facilities, which 
have been handling the return of 
the prisoners to the United Kingdom, 
have been told to ‘stand by” for a 
possible change in plans. The last 
contingent of about 2,200 Germans 
was to have sailed from Halifax 
just before Christmas. 

This plan apparently has been 
changed, 

External affairs spokesmen brush- 
ed off all inquiries Tuesday, but one 
fact seemed to be confirmed by the 
very number of times the question 
was hastily evaded. 

The Germans still in Canada, like 
all other German prisoners, are not 
Canadian prisoners of war, They 
are British prisoners, and the British 
government has the say in where 
they will go, Whether the 2,200 
Germans still here are going to stay 
here is a matter Canada must dis- 


cuss with the British government be- | 


fore Canada can act, 

Britain needs workmen too, as 
much ff not more than Canada does, 
And Britain might insist that they be 
sent back, 

However, it is believed most of the 
Germans still in Canada definitely 
want to stay here, and on that basis, 
if Caada formaly asks 
to let them stay, Britain probably 
would say “Yes.”

the economic committee of the 
United Nations general assembly. 

Delegates from Britain, France, 
Ching, the United States, Norway, 
CzecRoslovakia, Brazil and Cuba 
paid tribute to Canada tor helping 
to solve what they described as a 
thorny problem, 

Canada’s intervention took the 
form of an amendment recommend- 
ing establishment of an impartial 
fact-finding committee to collect 
for donor countries “authentic” in- 
formation regarding relief needs. 

The committee will “study mini- 
mum import requirements of the 
survey 
the means available to each (receiv- 
ing) country te finance such im~- 
ports” and report on the “amount 
of financial assistance which it be- 
lieves may be required” by the re- 
ceiving countries. 

The Canadian proposal, presented 
by State Secretary Paul Martin 
last week, averted a deadlock whicn 
threatened to develop among coun~- 
tries seeking to distribute relief on 
a bilateral basis and those which 


felt an international organization 
should be created to succeed 
UNRRA.

British factories soon will be turning out an 
aluminum house every 2% minutes. Already 


10,000 of these have been delivered. By next 
fall 54,500 are to be in use. 

These houses are built, in sections, at the 
factory. The sections are bolted together where 
the house is to stand, gas, water and electric 
services installed, the foundation being prepar- 
ed before the material is delivered. The family 
can move in, it is said, five hours after the trucks 
dump the house-sections at the site. 

These of course are meant to be temporary 
habitations, rushed into being under pressure 
of a housing emergency. But experts say tney 
will last 100 years. That would seem to be a 
satisfactory age-limit for a “temporary” build- 
ing of any kind, 


Canada is contributing aluminum for this 
building campaign. Some is being shipped 


direct from the producing plants, Some is being 
recovered by scrapping Canadian planes which 
were left in Britain, 

These particulars were given by Mr. John 


Wilmot, Britain's minister of supply. The in- 
formation is thus official and dependable. 
Aluminum houses may not be a possible 


answer to Canada’s housing problem. Climatic 


differences may make them less suitable here 
than in Britain. But the possibility is worth 
considering. 


So also is the time-saving effected by prefab- 
ricating. If an aluminum house, good for 100 
years, can be put together in five hours, this is 
a direct challenge to Canadian designers to find 
some faster method than now employed in 
putting up hou made of other materials.

Undesirable Citizens 


It is reported that a new policy of the Gov- 
ernment will permit German prisoners of war, 
now in Canada, to remain in this country as 
temporary settlers if they are adjudged fit by 
a@ selection board. 

There are between 2,000 and 3,000 of these 
German prisoners left in Canada. 

Tens of thousands of Canadians will protest 
very vigorously against the inauguration gf any 
such policy, Certainly men taken in arms 
against this country are not the kind of citizens 
we require, particularly when such pains were 
taken by Hitler to indoctrinate his soldiers with 
the most pernicious and iniquitous nonsense ev- 
er promulgated upon this long-suffering earth. 

We have in Canada thousands of Canadian 
citizens of German origin. Most of them are 
well-behaved, law-abiding, diligent and trust- 
worthy — real assets to the country, But these 
are men and women who left Germany to set- 
tle in Canada as a protest against militarist 
domination and -hinking. 

There is an infinity of difference between 
these people who turned their backs on German 
vainglory and the prisoners of war who actually 
took up arms to force upon the world the bloody 
doctrines of Hitlerism. 

It is said that some of these German prison- 
ers are disgusted with Naziism and that some 
of them were never Nazis at all. Presumably it 
will be the function of the selection board to 
pick out such cases for residence here. 

But it cannot be done. No selection board 
on earth can dig into a man’s mind and dis- 
cover whether or not he is polluted with the 
Nazi beastliness. 

Surely Canada has enough racial problems 
now without stirring into the potpourri a mix-

OTTAWA, (CP)—A story of pri- 
mitive passions etched against the 
snows of the Arctic and made tragic 
by the violent deaths of three Es- 
kimos {fs told in the current issue 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police Quarterly magazine, 

It is the story of Kopana who 
died mysteriously, of Hoagak, her 
husband who died by h‘s own hand, 
admitting her murder, Ayalik who 
died mysteriously, and of Mafa, the 
sweetheart of Hoagak who was ac- 
quitted of murdering Ayalik 

As the police magazine tells it, 
Mafa first told a missionary that 
Ayalik had collapsed and dind in 
September, 1945, after a heart at- 
tack. A vital statistics certificate 
came south, relating his burial at 


or near Richardson island on the_ 


Coronation gulf off the south coast 
of Victorta Island. 
Gossip Reported 
A month or aso later a trader 
reported Eskimos in that ragion 
were gossiping about the strange 


passing of Kopana and said there | 


were rumors that her man Hoarek 
had buried her without waiting for 
a missionary or police patrol to 
view the body. 

A patrol went north from 
R.C.M.P. detachment at 
mine, N.W.T., found the children 
of Hoagak and Kovana with Mafa 
and her three small children. But 
there was no sign of Hoagak. 

The police learned Hoagak and 
Mafa had been keenine company 
before the two deaths, finally had 
Mafa taka them te where the two 
graves were, on the mainland be- 
side a small creek. But she moin- 
tained that her man Ayalik had 
died of a heart attack. 

The frozen bodies ware exhumed. 
Blood was found to have seeped 
through the hood of Aval'\’s varke. 
Mafa stoically maintained that it 
hadn't been there when he was 
buried, 

Tha bodies were taken into a 
small tent. Several primus stoves 
were lighted. The thawing process 
had gone on for perhans an hour 
when Mafa grew restively talkative 
Ayalik’s heart tromble, she sa‘d. had 
made him long for death. Some- 
times he had wanted to shoot him- 
self but Mafa had alwavs said no 

Suicide Claimed 

But then one morning hea had 
sewed his rifle and discharged it 
into his ear. Even then he had lived 
on for a few days until he man- 
aged to get some fish cord which 
he twined around his neck. At the 
far end he made a loop. He put 
his foot through the loop and 
stransled himself. This was the 
story of the widowed woman Mafa. 

But the volice found blood on 
Kopana, too. and a bullet hole in 
her head, They made the bodies 
ready for a trip back to Conper- 
mine and settled down to await 
the return of Hoagak. Wanderers, 
however, reported Hoagak had been 
seen heading in another direction, 
apparently avoiding arrest 

The camp was broken and Mafa 
had the bodies ware taken to Cop- 
permine but immediate plans were 
made to return in search of the 
missing man. Just before the new 
departure Mafa gave up a letter 
in syllabics she had written to her 
Hoagak. 

Translated, it disclosed she had 
lied about the death of Ayalik and 
she wanted Hoagak to tell the same 
story sha had told. 

On return to Richardson island, 
a patro!] found a small tent set up 
a short distance from Hoagak’s 
house. In the tent they found his 
body, beside it a note saying he 
had shot himself in a fit of re-

Britain Defends 
Schumacher Visit

LONDON, — The recent British 
visit of Dr. Kurt Schumacher, Ger- 
man Social Democratic leader and 
leading political figure of the west- | 
ern zones of occupied Germany, 
has precipitated a three-nation 
diplomatic controversy. 

Last week the French ambassador 
in London expressed his nation’s 
“concern” over the  semi-official 
action of the Labor government in 
approving the visit of the German 
| Socialist to Britain for talks with 
| Labor party executives. ! 

Tuesday the well-known Russian 
publicist Zaslavsky in Pravda news- 
paper charged Britain with “pre- 
paring a new feuhrer for Germany” 
in the person of Dr. Schumacher. 

“Rubber Balloon” 
The Russian writer — presumably, 


voicing the official sentiments of 
the Soviet government, added vit- 
riolically that “the pompous re- 


ception given to him by British gov- 
ernment leaders in London opens 
new vistas in Schumacher's career,” 
and declares the German is “a rub- 
ber balloon which will soon burst.” 

Official reply of the government 
here is that Dr. Schumacher was in- 
vited to Britain by the Labor party 
executive — and not by the foreign 
office. But, anxious to confer with 
him on matters of German domestic 
policy, the government has readily 
admitted entertaining the Social 


Democratic leader in the same man- |, 


ner as visiting foreign poli- 


tician.

Meteors begin 
to burn at about 60 miles altitude, 
even though the air is exceedingly 
thin up there. 

The grazing ship, however, would 
slow down, even in rarer atmosphere.

For the problem of getting the 
space ship to the moon, the V-2 
rockets already have taken the first 
step Africano said these rockets 
have lowered the speed per second 
necessary to escape from the earth's 
gravitation, 

This escape is the greatest pro- 
blem for a moon-bound ship, It 
would require a velccity of about sev- 
en miles a second in the lower at- 
mosphere, And this velocity is a 
practical impossibility in the first 
few miles upward because the air
